MEMORANDUM For Mr. William F. Friedman 

Subjects Recommendations for Changing Existing Laws 



x/ 1* The attached paper throughout uses the phrase "or any foreign 
government". This phrase, which is clarified in paragraph 2 of the 
Memorandum, is questioned as to suitability and meaning. It is recom- 
mended that this phrase be deleted throughout and that an additional 
paragraph, employing the general phrase "cryptographic and cryptana- 
lytic successes and endeavors", be inserted. 

2. This recommendation is based on the fact that as written we 
are concerned with the protection of the foreign cryptographic and 
eryptanalytie systems in time of peace. Such information coming to 
us from United States citisens may be most valuable. It is believed 
that the intent was to suppress any discussion or revelations of our 
successes and endeavors.
